The publication of the street talk in 
relation to the actions of Mr. D. E. Miles 
while President of the City Council in 
1885, in yesterday’s H e r a l d , brought to 
the minds of other old residents several 
more transactions of the City Council 
which were called into question by the 
press at th a t time. 
A search of the rec­ 
ords of the Council of 1885 confirmed 
the statem ent that Mr. Miles voted 
favor of Chief McCarthy in al­ 
most every instance. M cCarthy was 
elected 
Chief 
of 
Police 
on 
De­ 
cember 16, 1884, and 
on 
December 
30th of the same year his salary was 
raised from $1,500 to $1,800 per year. 
Mr. Miles was one of the ten who voted 
to raise his salary, and later, when 
charges were preferred against McCarthy 
and a Councilman moved to declare tl.e 
office vacant, Mr. Miles ruled th at the 
motion was out of order. 
Mr. M iles’ 
vote was always in favor of McCarthy. 
Iu this connection a circumstance is toid 
by the records of the Council which 
shows the favor in which McCarthy was 
held 
by 
Mr. 
Miles. 
On 
Jan ­ 
uary 
22, 
1885, 
McCarthy 
Bent 
word to the Council that he had been 
sued for false imprisonmeut, and he 
asked that, the Council employ attorneys 
to defend him . The City Attorney, who 
w a r present at the meeting, said he was 
too busy to take care of the defence of 
McCarthy, even if it came within the 
lines of his duty. 
The m atter was re­ 
ferred to the Police Committee, with 
power to act. 
At the next meeting of 
tie Council, held on January 27th, the 
committee 
reported 
that 
it 
Dad 
employed 
attorneys to 
defend 
Mc­ 
Carthy 
at 
an expense not to ex­ 
ceed $300. 
Some of 
the members 
of the Council objected to approving the 
report and action of the Committee on 
the ground that it was not right to ex­ 
pend the city money for defending any­ 
thing but the city’s interest, and they 
thought th at M cCarthy’s defense was a 
private m atter. They offered, however, 
to subscribe personally for the employ­ 
ment of the attorneys. 
It was insisted, 
notwithstanding their rem arks on the 
subject, th at a vote be taken 
on 
a 
motion 
to 
adopt 
the 
report. 
There wrere eleven members present, 
und of these, seven including Mr. Miles, 
voted in favor and four against. In spite 
of the fact that Section 19, Article X II, 
of the Charter próvidos that it requires 
ten votes to pay a bill or contract a debt, 
Mr. Miles declared that the action of the 
committee had been approved. 
During 
the following week such a furore was 
made over this illegal act of the Council 
that M cCarthy, at the following meeting 
of the Council, sent in a note stating 
that he would pay his own expenses. 
AN EXPENSIVE PIPE LINE. 
On April 7, 1885, a committee recom­ 
mended to the City Council th at the 
Street Superintendent be instructed to 
construct a pipe line and ditch to con­ 
nect the canal aud reservoir ditch with a 
new pipe line, across the Los Angeles 
river, connecting with Zanja 9-E, a dis­ 
tance of 1931 feet, the work to be done 
by day labor and to be paid for out of 
the pipe line fund. 
Section 1, Article X II of the City 
Charter which was then in force, says : 
“ The Council, by a resolution or motion 
may authorize any officer, committee or 
agent of the city to bind tho city, with­ 
out a contract in writing for the payment 
of any sum of money not exceeding 
three hundred dollars.” Notwithstanding 
this provision of the charter tho report of 
the committee was adopted and up to 
May 30th $2,500 had been expended and 
a statem ent was made by a paper on July 
9th that between $3,800 and $4,000 had 
b¿en expended in this work. 
At that 
time several contractors were found who 
stated that the work would have cost not 
more than $1,700 if it had been let bj 
contract. 
The records of the Council 
show that Mr. Miles voted “ aye” for the 
paym ent of the bills for this work. 
THE GRAND JURY’S CENSURE. 
In connection with the above action of 
the Council the Grand Jury in its report 
of October 15, 1885, speaking of the City 
Council, say s: 
“ This legislative body was created by 
legislative act in 1878, granting a charter 
to the city of Los Angeles. By the terms 
of raid charter no money in excess of 
$300 can be paid out without a written 
contract. This clause was put in the 
charter to protect the city from corrupt 
contractors and to stop the Council from 
squandering the public funds wholesale. 
This law is frequently ignored by the 
present City Council and such acts are 
clearly illegal.” 
THE CITY HALL ABORTION. 
A m atter referred to in the article in 
yesterday’s H e r a l d was the negligent 
way in which the Council and Mr. Miles 
looked after the in te re st of the city 
when the City Hall and City Jail were 
in course of construction. The condi­ 
tion of the City H all to-day tells how 
great that interest was, and the records 
of 
the 
Council of 
June 16, 
1885, 
show 
th at 
the 
special committee 
on 
the 
City 
H all 
reported 
rec­ 
ommending th at the building be accepted 
and that a w arrant be drawn in favor 
of the contractor for the am ount due 
him. The Council accepted the building 
and on th e 24th of that m onth the 
H k r a i.d said editorially, “ The new City 
H all is a failure in everything but ex­ 
travagant outlays. The city is lately be­ 
ing made the victim of a tinkering and 
expensive deal which is superintended 
by men whose incompetency is mauifest 
at every step.” 
The Grand Jury on October 
5th, 
speaking on the sam e subject said : 
“ Your Grand Jury have examined the 
new City Jail aud find it improperly 
ventilated and badly planned aud also 
badly sewered. 
We believe a more 
modern style improvement could have 
been built {or the same amount. 
THE CLOSING OF SALOONS. 
On June 16th, 1885, a resolution was 
introduced in the Council, providing 
that the saloons 
close their doors 
every evening at 10 o'clock. 
There was 


a discueGon as to w hether it would bo 
policy to pass such au ordinance, and it 
was finally moved that it be laid over for 
ihree weeks. 
A vote was taken on the 
issue and Air. Miles voted in favor of the 
postponement. Those who were pressing 
such action by the Council accused 
him of trying 
to 
get rid 
of the 
Duty of deciding how to act. 
The 
H e r a i.d , in its issue of July 
llth , 
188 », in speakingofthe m anner in which 
the issue was evaded by Republicans 
wlio were afraid of losing the votes of 
one of the two elements of the partv, 
said : “ The youthful Miles is in a similar 
predicament because he wants to be 
Mayor, and he knows that his ambition 
must be surrendered the moment he 
votes either way.” 
The records fail to 
show 
that 
the 
resolution 
came 
up 
at 
the 
end 
of 
the 
three 
weeks, 
or 
that 
it 
came 
up 
at 
all during Mr. Miles’ presence in the 
Council, but Mr. Miles w s a member of 
the Council when the present high li­ 
cense ordinance was adopted on Septem­ 
ber 22, 1885. A curious fact is brought 
out by the records in this matter. 
Mr. 
Miles had not been absent from the 
Council for m any meetings prior to this 
date, 
but 
on 
this 
occasion 
when 
this most 
im portant 
measure 
was 
brought up lie 
was 
not 
present, 
and consequently no one knew how lie 
stood on the issue. 
It was charged that 
he deliberately staid away in order to 
shirk the responsibility. The searching 
of the records is a tedious m atter, and 
if there were more time before election 
other interesting fucts could probably lie 
brought to light.

Quite a large congregation listened to 
an eloquent sermon at the Church Im ­ 
manuel, yesterday, delivered hy Dr. W.

H o w ( lie U l e v e l a u d * l o o k . 
President Cleveland and Mrs. Cleve­ 
land attended divine service at the First 
Presbyterian Church to-day for the first 
time since the election. It was Mr. 
Cleveland's first appearance in public 
life since his overwhelming defeat at the 
polls. 
True, he attended the Chamber­ 
lain-Endicott wedding last Thursday and 
Ins receptions have teen held as usual, 
but to day was really the first day that 
he appeared among the people. And so 
it was, doubtless, pardonable curiosity 
th at induced the congregation to al­ 
most wholly neglect Dr. Sunderland’s 
excellent sermon and stare incessantly 
at Mr. Cleveland and his young wife to 
see how they took thair defeat. 
Mr. 
Cleveland has aged within the last two 
weeks. His large, round and rather 
heavy face has never had much express­ 
iveness. There has always teen a sort 
of quiet serenity, but it has always been 
the meaningless calmness of a duck- 
pond on a summer day. To-day there 
was still the same air of placid self-con­ 
trol, but lines have appeared around the 
firm, large m outh that not even the 
Presidential mustache could hide. 
But 
otherwise he looked well, and it must 
be confessed 
that 
he looked tetter 
dressed to-day than he has teen at 
the receptions just preceding the election, 
when he pained his best friends Wednes­ 
day after Wednesday by wearing an un­ 
happy pair of trousers, at least an inch 
and a half too short for him . Mrs. Cleve­ 
land’s face showed not the slightest 
trace of the bitter disappointment which 
she must feel. Both Mr. Cleveland and 
hiB wife followed the service closely as 
though unconscious of the close scruinty 
they were undergoing and both joined 
in singing the various nym nsas earnestly

upon h is ow n ideas an d are en tirely 
original. 
H e is a careful and thoughtful 
reader of th e new spapers an d is quick to 
grasp an y popular idea an d tu rn it into 
song. 
A m ong th e songs popularized by 
Tony P asto r “ W hoa, E m m a ,” produced 
in 1875, m ade decidedly th e greatest h it. 
It was w histled, sung and played from 
one en d of th is country to th e other. 
T he first success w as in 1851, w hen he 
sang a topical song en titled , “ T hings I 
D on’t L ike to S ee.” 
In 1853 he popular­ 
ized th e com ic song “ Root, Hog or D ie,” 
and th e synonym is stili in vogue. O ther 
successful productions w ere: “ W hack, 
Row de D ow ,” in 1801; “ 1 Stand It Like 
a L a m b ,” 1862; “ S a rah ’s Y oung M an,” 
1865; “ If You C an Stand T h at You Can

1866; 
“ G ran d ­ 
fath e r’s D ay,” in 1861; “ A re You G oing 
to the Ball T his E v en in g ,” a very popu­ 
lar song, in 1878; “ F or th e Sake of th e 
D ear L ittle G irls,” in 1885. 
In 1871, a t his old Bow ery T h eatre, he 
popularized th e b allad , “ Dow n in a Coal 
M ine,” a Bong th a t h as been sung in 
every S ta te in th e U nion. 
In th is song 
he ask ed th e gallery gods to join him in 
th e ch o ru s, an d new sboys, bootblacks 
and stre e t u rch in s flocked in th e th eatre 
every n ig h t, so g reat was th e ir desire to 
be a “ th e-ater blo k e,” as th ey styled 
them selves. 
A t a big benefit it w as an ­ 
nounced th a t M r. P asto r w anted all th e 
boys to com e an d join him in th e chorus. 
Boys sav ed up th e ir pennies for w eeks to 
be th ere, and w hen M r. P astor cam e out 
the galiery contained n early a thousand 
boys. 
H e sang th e first verse am id an 
alm ost painful silence, b u t w hen th e 
chorus opened, “ Down in a Coal M ine,” 
the boys n early raieed th e roof.

A circular was received at the South 
•era Pacific offices yesterday from head 
•quarters stating that another system of 
family excursions has been arranged 
They w ill. leave Boston on the dates 
hereafter named, and will arrive in Los 
Angeles seven days later in each case: 
December 11th, December 25th, Jan 
uary 8th, January 22d, February 12th, 
February 20th, March 12th, March 20th, 
April 8th, April 23d, May 14‘h and May 
28th. The routing will be via the Boston 
and Albany, New York C entral, Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern, Chicago 
and Northwestern, Union Pacific and 
Central Pacific. 
TlIROt'OH PULLMANS. 
In connection with the Illinois Central 
excursions to this city, a through Pull­ 
man service 
is to be run between 
Los Angeles and Chicago by the Southern 
Pacific. The first train under this sys­ 
tem will leave on W ednesday next, and 
will run weekly thereafter. On the 16th 
of last month, to accommodate the Cali­ 
fornia travel, the Santa Fe put on a daily 
through Pullman sleeper between San 
Diego and Chicago, and the experiment 
has proved a success. The run, tor a 
single car, is the longest in the world, 
being 2,3‘J3 miles, and second only to the 
run from St. Paul to Portland on the 
N orthern Pacific, which is 2,0(32 miles. 
THE GROWTH OF TRAVEL. 
Speaking of the tourist travel to Cali­ 
fornia the latest issue of the Railway Age 
in Chicago says: 
“ With the first frosts of autum n the 
travel from the Northern and Eastern 
States toward the mild climate of the 
Pacific coast sets in, growing in volume 
as the cold increases, until by the holi­ 
days a great stream of travelers is pour­ 
ing across the continent over the various 
lines in search of a sum m er land in win­ 
ter time. 
The growth of the transconti­ 
nental tourist business has been astonish­ 
ingly rapid during the past few } ears. 
The various railways have encouraged it 
by low rates and excellent facilities, and 
the greater the num ber of lines, the 
more frequent and faster the trains and 
the more luxurious the equipm ents, the 
greater has grown the num ber of passen­ 
gers. 
Last year the travel to California 
surpassed all precedent and for some 
months the lineB between the Missouri 
river and the coast were alm ost blocked 
with the vast stream or rather tide of 
travel, a tide which in winter sets west­ 
ward and in spring sets back toward the 
East with almost equal strength. 
For 
many weeks the railways have been pre­ 
paring for a renewal of th e winter exo­ 
dus westward and the prospects are that 
it will equal if not surpass that of last 
year. Certainly no such attractions have 
ever been offered to the traveler by the 
railways as are already announced.” 
After discussing the inducements set 
forth by the different lines to secure the 
travel, the article concludes as follows: 
“ With the choice of so many and so 
attractive routes offered him , at so low 
rates of fare, the traveler from every por­ 
tion of the frozen north ean easily and 
speedily cause himself to be transferred 
to the land of sunshine and flowers on the 
other side of the continent, and many 
thousands will avail themselves of the 
opportunity during the next four or five 
m onths.”

army and military academy, $25,293,378;

TROUBLESOME INDIANS. 
The Secretary gives a brief review of 
ihe trouble with the Chiricahua Abache 
Indians from the Mexican war to the 
present time, ami discusses various plans 
suggested for their future treatm ent. 
The Indians are now confined at Mount 
Vernon barracks, und many appeals 
have been made for their release. 
In 
regard to their disposition, the Secretary 
says: “ Various plans have been sug­ 
gested, the urns’ promising one by Gen­ 
eral Armstrong, to place them on a farm 
near Fortress Monroe, but there were 
serious objections urged from many quar­ 
ters, and it was deemed impracticable. 
It is very desirable to secure some place 
where the climate is suitable aud an op­ 
portunity may be had to instruct and 
employ them in agriculture, meantime 
the work, if not of reformation, certainly 
of amelioration and softening of their 
savage qualities, is making progress, and 
rhev are as contented and happy aB they 
cun he anywhere outside of Arizona, for 
it is to be rem arked that they cling to 
that spot and would resolutely resist and 
would be very unhappy if moved to any 
other perm anent home’” 
The Secretary renews the recorn men- 
dation contained in his last annual 
re­ 
port. of examination for promotion, and 
says the necessity for such examination 
grows mofe and more. 
DESERTIONS AND PUNISHMENTS. 
i>e3ertions from the arm y continue in 
large _ numbers as in previous years, but 
from investigations recently made it ap­ 
pears that 80 per cent of the desertions 
occur before the expiration of the second 
year of service. 
In discussing various 
plans suggested to prevent desertions,the 
Secretary says : “ It is worthy of consider­ 
ation whether officers in command of 
troops at military posts, or captains of 
companies, should not he authorized to 
impose punishm ent for minor offences, 
but in granting such authority it will be 
necessary to specify the extent and char­ 
acter of the punishm ent for each offence, 
otherwise there would be no uniform 
rule, nor would it be wise to lepóse so 
large a discretion upon a single officer.” 
He reviews the report of the visitors 
lo the M ilitary Academy, and endorses 
their recommendations for new buildings 
for soldiers’ quarters, for a new aca­ 
demic building, a new gymnasium, a 
separate building for the departm ent of 
natural and experimental philosophy, 
and the purchase cf the Kinsley estate. 
STATE AND TERRITORIAL MILITIA. 
The Secretary says all the State9 and 
Territories now have active m ilitia, suf­ 
ficient under the regulations to entitle 
them to receive ordnance and quarter­ 
m aster's stores from the United States, 
excepting the State of Arkansas and the 
Territories of Arizona, Idaho and Utah. 
It is hoped that very soon practical in­ 
struction in sea-coast defences and the 
handling of heavy artillery may be given 
to the militia, and the officers of the 
arm y may be relied upon to give zealous 
and cordial assistance. 
“ By tha g<»nerou3 supply of amrnuni 
tion for target practice to colleges, where 
arm y officers are serving as instructors,” 
the Secretary says, “ it is possible that 
competitive contests in rifle shooting 
might in tim e become as popular wiih 
some of these inland colleges as boat 
racing now is at the universities of our 
seaboard.” 
Convinced, from former reports, and a 
personal inspection of the workings of 
the system, that good results must flow 
from its adoption, the Secretary says he 
has directed that in preparing plans for 
?ome of the new military posts provided 
for by Congress, that provision should 
be made for messing the troops by com 
manda instead of by companies. 
SEA COAST DEFENCES. 
The attention of Congress is again in­ 
vited to the defenseless condition of the 
sea coast and lake frontiers, and liberal 
and im mediate action is recommended 
looking to the effective defence of our 
principal seaports. The Secretary eays: 
‘‘It would appear now moro im portant 
than ever that 
such action 
should 
be taken at the second session of the 
iresent Congress in view of tho fact that 
he last session gave appropriations for 
the construction of heavy ordnance. 
W ithout heavy platforms, strong arm or­ 
ed protection and other perm anent im- 
placements, these guns and mortars 
when finished will be of comparatively 
little use. 
The building of modern gun 
and mortar 
batteries require longer 
periods of time than the construction of 
arm am ents. 
It would appear the p an 
of wisdom th a t the preparation of these 
im portant components of well equipped 
defenses should 
proceed 
sim ultane­ 
ously.” 
For the beginning of I he construction 
of such defenses an appropriation of 
$2,840,000 is asked for. Two hundred 
thousand dollars is a&ked for the repair 
and preservation of the existing w orks; 
for the purchase of torpedoes and sub­ 
marine mines and the necessary appli­ 
ances for operating th e m ; for experi­ 
menting to ascertain the best of the 
many torpedo inventions, and for con­ 
tinuing the construction of the necessary 
casemates, cable galleries, etc. 
For 
working submarine mines and a torpedo 
system $1,390,000 is recommended. 1 he 
construction of a torpedo shed for the 
storage of torpedo material for use in San 
Francisco harbor, to cost about $22,000, 
is recommended. 
Attention is called to the report upon the 
construction of roads and bridges in Yel­ 
lowstone National Park, and to the neces 
sity for further appropriations for this 
purpose. 
It is suggested that some action should 
be takeu by Congress to enforce the 
rights of the United States in navigable 
streams w ithin the lim its of any State, 
and thus give effect to the duty retting 


upon the Government to protect naviga­ 
tion thereon. 


ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 
Concerning the operations of ihe Ord­ 
nance Department, the report states that 
during the fiscal yearendud June 30,1888, 
41 150 rifles and carbines were manufac­ 
tured at the national armory, an«l inves­ 
tigations have been completed to deter­ 
mine the charge and projectile for an arm 
of smaller caliber than the piesent service 
P'ece. 
It is intended to use compressed 
and perforated cartridges, but as yet the 
powder-makers have not succeeded in 
producing a satisfactory powder, the de­ 
sired velocity being accompanied by too 
great pressure. 
The m atter of a suitable 
tow der is still under study and trial. The 
results obtained in 1'Vance with the Lebel 
rifle seem to point to a radical change in 
the manufacture of powder for small 
arms. 
Land has been secured as a site for an 
arsenal at Columbia, Tenn., and the 
title is now being examined by the De­ 
partm ent of Justice. 
The manufacture of two twelve-inch 
breech-loading rifles was recommended 
in the spring. 
One has been completed 
ami sent to the proving ground, and the 
other is nearing completion. 
Reference is made to the appointm ents 
of the Board of Ordnance and Fortifica­ 
tion, and the recommendations of the 
Board are briefly reviewed. 
NEW ARMY GUN FACTORY, 
The Secretary states th at he directed 
'h e Board of Oidnance Officers to con­ 
vene at W atervliet arsenal, in October 
last, to prepare the necessary plans and 
specifications for the erection of an army 
gun factory. 
Advertisements were pub­ 
lished under date of November 22d. in ­ 
viting proposals for making the neces­ 
sary excavations 
for 
the gun fac­ 
tory 
building, 
and 
for 
the ertc 
tion 
of 
two 
sets 
of 
officers 
quarters. 
Bids for this and other work, 
ouch as constructing a railroad line in 
the arsenal grounds, for building an iron 
bridge over a canal, etc., will be opened 
on December 24, 1888. The detailed 
drawings and specifications for the gun 
factory buildings are well in hand, and 
will be completed within three or four 
months, when, after approval by the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortification, au- 
di'ional proposals will be invited for 
completing the work. 
It is expected that 
the machines, including the larger ones 
which may be of special design, will be 
completed us early as possible, in the 
shops, say within eighteen months from 
January 1, 1889. 
Under the provisions of the Army bill 
for the procurem ent of pneum atic dyna­ 
mite guns, the necessary specifications 
are now being prepared, and advertise­ 
ments for projjosals will be issued early 
in December. 
The guns will probably 
be of 15-inch calibre, and will throw a 
projectile th at will carry a charge each 
of about five hundred pounds of explosive 
gelatine with full 
calibre projectiles. 
Che guns will probably be delivered in 
from six to ten m ouths from the date of 
contract, so th at all the guns of this class 
that can he procured under the provis­ 
ions of the law, will be purchased during 
the coming year 1889. 


s o l d ie r s’ h o m e r e f o r m s. 
The Secretary commends the sugges­ 
tion of the Inspector Gc-ueral th a t some 
of the work now done by paid inm ates of 
the soldiers’ homes be done by daily de­ 
tails of inm ates who are com petent for it, 
as better for their health and for econo­ 
mic safety. 
Tho Inspector-General is of 
the opinion that m uch is done for bene 
fieiaries of the homes, who receive high 
pensions, 
and for 
retired 
soldiers, 
and 
be 
suggests 
that 
the 
con­ 
ditions 
upon 
which they 
are 
ceived be revised. The Secretary says: 
“ This last suggestion is well worthy of 
consideration. 
Suine stated and con­ 
stant occupation for a certain period of 
every day would be a great blessing to 
those old soldiers; as they are now, time 
hangs heavily 
and wearily on their 
hands, and they lead cheerless and idle 
hve3, and are far from being contented 
and happy as they should be.” 
He concludes liis report by calling at­ 
tention to the groat need of an Assistant 
Secretary of War, and says such an offi­ 
cer is im peratively needed for the proper 
and efficient adm inistration of the War 
Department.

BOULANGER AGAIN BANQUETED. 


A R io t a t Lyons—R u ssia's P lan of 
D efense—An Irish 
S unday.

P a r i s , December 2.—A host of sight­ 
seers gathered around the Baudiu monu­ 
ment at the entrance to M ontmartre 
cemetery this morning. 
The municipal 
parade started from the Hotel de Ville at 
11 :15 a . m . and slowly proceeded through 
the streets, reaching the cemetery at 3 
o’clock. The police stepped all carriage 
traffic along the route and as far as possi­ 
ble formed a cordon iu order to keep 
back the crowd. 
No incident occurred 
that impeded the march of the paraders, 
beyond an occasional demonstration of 
the anti-Boulangists and other factions. 
The procession iu point of num bers was 
a failure, not more than from 30,000 to 
40,000 being in line, aud half of those 
taking part were delegates from the Pro­ 
vinces. The 
spectators were mostly 
sight-seers, making no display of their 
political feelings. 
On arriving at the monument, Darlot, 
President of the Municipal Council, de­ 
livered an oration. 
He said the object 
of the demonstration was to commemor­ 
ate Baudin’s intrepid defense of the Re­ 
public’s right against Cresarism, and to 
honor those who had been prescribed or 
had fallen at the tim e of the coup d'etat. 
After a vigorous attack upon Boulang- 
ism , he said: 
“ The Democracy is ac­ 
quiring renewed strength, and what an 
example of a glorious deed is prepared 
for Ciesarism which is again daring to 
raise its head.” 
Hia speech was received with cries of 
“ Vive, la Re pub lie" aud prolonged cheers. 
There were no dissenting cries. The 
procession filed past the monum ent and 
then returned singiug the “ Marseillaise.” 
In the evening the city resumed its nor­ 
mal aspect. 


B O U L A N G E R A N D A N T I-B O l'I.A N G K R , 
Boulanger arrived at Nevera this morn­ 
ing. 
He was greeted by an orderly 
crowd. 
At_ a banquet in the evening 
there were 500 guests. 
Boulanger was 
loudly cheered. Simultaneously an anti- 
Boulangist meeting was held in the 
theatre, at which Deputies Baslev and 
Dryolon denounced

A RIOT AT LYONS. 
A riot occurred at Lyons to-day, owing 
to popular discontent over municipal reg­ 
ulations regarding the Grand Theatre.

Finally the 
cavalry were called out aud they dis­ 
persed the mob.

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W ashington, December 2.—The Post­ 
master General’s report presents concisely 
the condition and history of every divis 
ion and branch of the postal service for 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1888, with 
m any striking comparisons with previous 
years, showing a rem arkable expansion 
of business, and a large increase in ex­ 
penditures. Following are some of the 
leading statements and recommendations 
of the rep o rt: 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT, CURRENT YEAR. 
The gross revenues for the year were 
$52,605,176; the total expenditures, in­ 
clusive of liabilities for the year unpaid, 
and embracing the am ouut of the trans­ 
portation of mails on the Pacific roads, 
were 56,885,403. The estimated deficiency 
therefor is $4,150,229. For the fiscal year 
commencing July 1, 1884, and ending 
June 30, 1885, the total revenues were 
$42,560,843. and the cash deficiency was 
$6,973,944. 
The deficiency for 1886 was 
$7,166,594; in 1887, $4,297,238. 


FI8CAL YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1890. 
To the am ount of the ordinary postal 
revenues for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1889, $51,896,859, add 9 per cent for 
increase (4,670,717), and this gives the 
estimated amount of the ordinary postal 
revenue for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1889, $56,567,576. 
The am ount of 
the estim ated revenues from the money* 
order business are $825,000. The total 
estimated gross receipts for the year end­ 
ing June 30,1889, are $57,392,576. 
The amount appropriated for this year 
is $60.860,233, or an excess over the 
amouut of revenues, estim ated above, of 
$3,447,557, which will be drawn from the 
general treasury should the total amount 
appropriated be needed. 


FISCAL YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1890.

service for the year ending Jim e 30.1890, 
as shown by the estim ates submitted 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, is $66,- 
8Í2.073. The deficiency to be supplied 
from the general treasuiv is therefore 
$3,303,414. 


POSTOFFICKS AND POSTMASTERS. 
The total num ber of Postoffices is 57,* 
376 nn increase over 1885 of 6,124. The 
number of Postmasters appointed during 
the year ending June 30,1888,was 12,288. 
of which 6,521 were upon resignation and 
commissions expired; 1,244 upon re­ 
movals; 659 to fill vacancies by death, 
and 3.864 on the establishm ent of new 
postotfices. 
One thousand fix hundred and forty-five 
Postolfices were discontinued daring the 
year, and the names and sites of 1,493 
were changed, retaining the incumbents. 
The adjustment of July 1, 1888, estab­ 
lished 97 offices in the first class, 497 in 
the Bccoud class, and 1,906 in the third 
class, making a total of Presidential of­ 
fices at the date last named of 2 502 The 
groFS receipts which accrued at the Presi­ 
dential offices for the four quarters ended 
March 31, 1888, amounted to $38,598,987, 
an increase of $3,326,826 as compared 
with the adjustm ent of July 1, 1887. 


EXPANSION OF SERVICE AND BUSINESS. 
There has been an increase of $322,500 
in the am ount required for the salaries 
of Presidential postmasters, over the 
amount, required for 1887. 
In the railway m ail service, an in­ 
crease of about 12.000 miles is shown as 
against the previous year’s estimated 
increase of 6.000 miles. 
There is an in­ 
crease of 17,077,999 in the num ber of 
miles traveled per annum , and a de­ 
crease of 72 per cent in the rate of cok 
per mile traveled, and an increase of 
3 32 per cent in the average num ber of 
trips per week. 
The total volume of business in the 
money order division for the year is up­ 
ward $143,000,000, and shows a net profit 
to the Government of about $50,000. 
The volume of ordinary mail m atter 
has largely increased, and it is estimated 
that the revenue or. the num ber of pieces 
handled during the past year, would 
have been without a reduction of the 
postage, upwards of $70,000,000. 
The business oi the registration divis­ 
ion increased during the year 8 7 per 
cent, over that of the previous year. 
The free delivery service was, during 
the last fiscal year, extended to 169 ad­ 
dition places, under the act of January 
3, 1887, making a total of 358 fres deliv­ 
ery cites. 
The num ber of carriers was 
increased from 5,310 to 6 346. 
INCREASED EFFICIENCY. 
Carefully prepared statistics are sub­ 
mitted in every branch of the service, 
dem onstrating, the report says, increased 
efficiency over previous years, and which 
may be summarized as follows: 


ARRESTS AND CONVICTIONS. 
During the year 791 persons, officials 
and employees of the D epartm ent, and 
others, were arrested for various offenses 
against the postal lawn and regulations. 
The num ber includes 90 postmasters. 26 
assistant 
postmasters, 
32 
postoffice 
clerks, 21 railway postal clerks, 34 letter 
carriers, 15 mail carriers, 9 other em ­ 
ployees, 125 for burglaries of postofficos, 
and 380 others for various offenses, sub­ 
ject to the jurisdiction of the courts of 
th e United States. 
Forty-nine burglars 
and tw enty-three other offenders were 
arrested, whose cases were subject to the 
jurisdiction of the State courts. 
One 
hundred and seventy-one of those of­ 
fenders were convicted, 35 acquitted or 
discharged, and 510 are awaiting trial. 


LOSSES BY THEFT AND ACCIDENT. 
The report eays ibis gratifying to note 
th at there has been a marked im prove­ 
m ent over the past year in the number of 
complaints of depredations upon domes­ 
tic registered mail, and that the percent­ 
age of loss is also small. 
Only 4,820 
com plaints were received, as again&t 
5.286 made last year. 
W hile the total 
num ber of pieces registered increased 
1,042,819, the total num ber of losses sus­ 
tained, as shown by investigation and 
careful estim ate, was 845, or one piece 
out of every 15,334 pieces handled. Last 
year the actual loss was 1,065, or one 
piece out of every 11,187. 
Thete figures 
show a much better service this year 


llian last. 
These losses were from all 
causes—accidents, burning of cars and 
postoffices and other casualties — and 
only 213 were the result of theft by dis 
h ' nest officials. 


COMPLAINTS ABOUTTHE DOMESTIC SERVICE 
Foity-four thousand nine hundred and 
seventeen complaints in regard to the do- 
ineatic ordinary mail were received, and 
35,828 investigated. 
In view of the _ 
urea showing the increased num ber of 
postage stam ps sold during the year, 
dem onstrating the great increase of mail 
handled, these figures show an improve 
merit in the service. In 6,750 of the com­ 
plaints investigated the claim of loss was 
found to be false. 
The Postmaster General says: 
‘ At 
the request of my predecessor an addi­ 
tional appropr.ation of $100,000 was made 
for the inspection service. 
This was 
do e in order that the smaller postoffices, 
tilosa of the fourth clasp, might be 
examined aud postmasters instructed b) 
a personal visit of the inspector. This 
hail not previously been done systematic 
ally. 
During the past year 24,889 such 
offices were carefully inspected. 
Much 
good has resulted, as the Department 
record shows. Gereater promptness in 
making deposits and reports to the De­ 
partment has resulted, and there has 
been a m arked increase in its receipts. 
The Inspectors collected or caused to be 
deposited in the Treasury, on account of 
cases of Class C (cases which are not 
strictly to be called mail depredations), 
$177,525.12. 
For the good of the service 
in all its branches, this additional ap­ 
propriation of $100,000 should be renewed 
for the coming year.” 


LOSSES IN FOREIGN MAIL. 
The total num ber of complaints in re­ 
gard to foreign m ail, both registered and 
oidinary, was 10.855, a considerable in­ 
crease over any previous year, but it is 
also noticed that the number of actual 
losses is less in proportion to the number 
of complaints treated. There were 6,683 
cases relating to registered mail, 3,092 to 
ordinary mail, and 370 to miscellaneous 
mail. 
An actual loss was sustained in 
202 cases relating to registered matcer. 


TIIE RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE. 
Tables of tests of the efficiency of rail­ 
way no8tolfice clerks under the standard 
adopted prior to 1885, are submitted, 
showing a marked improvement, the 
average per cent, of the increased effi­ 
ciency of 1888 over 1887, by the result of 
the tests subm itted, showing 87 50 per 
cent, for 1887, to 90 50 per cent, in 1888. 
The report submits au elaborate sched­ 
ule of railway mail connections in the 
South. and between the North, West aud 
South, showing a constantly increasing 
business, and the need of more attention 
and needs for its proper care, with r 
showing that the subject has received 
marked consideratiou during the past 
fiscal year. 
The Postmaster-General submits that 
the appropriations for special pay to rail­ 
roads shall be better distributed, or if 
need be, increased. 
If the policy of 
l>ecial appropriations for increased pay 
is to be continued, he calls attention to 
the settled application of such appropria­ 
tions to the paym ent of one or two lines 
of road, and the absence of any such 
means to secure by contract bet ter con­ 
nections between New York and New Eng­ 
land and with the new commercial South, 
fie states that by special appropriations 
o u few of the railroads the impression 
is given that the D epartm ent has a dis­ 
bursement fund for all, and dissatisfac­ 
tion is created by increased pay to some 
for a service no better, no moré needed, 
if so much, as that on the lines of others 
who receive no such special favors. Not­ 
withstanding the absence of any such 
funds he proceeds to show, in addition 
to the m any special additions of the im ­ 
proved service upon the shorter lines, 
that m any through fast mails have been 
attained bv negotiation and contract. 
The through fast mails E ast are the first 
n the history of the Departm ent. 


LEADS THE WORLD. 
Statistics are submitted coutrastingour 
service with th at of G reat Britain, Ger­ 
many and France, dem onstrating that in 
cheapness of postage, gross revenues and 
expenditures, num ber of postoffices, ex­ 
tent of m ail routes, mileage of mail 
service and volume oi mail transm itted, 
the postal system of the United States is 
sading the world. 


FOREIGN MAIL SERVICE. 
The total cost of the foreign mail «er­ 
ice was $490,067, of which $464 910 was 
for transporting mails of United States 
origin. 
Of this amount there was paid 
nr the trans-Atlantic service $353,262; 
for the trans-Pacific service, $42,593, and 
for miscellaneous service, $58,553. 
The mails for Europe have been in­ 
variably assigned each month to those 
team ers which made the fastest time, 
as ascertained from the average of their 
trips, as reported by the steam ship com­ 
panies. 
I l ie D epartm ent during the year nego­ 
tiated a postal convention between the 
Uniled States and Canada which went 
into operation March 1, 1888, and makes 
irtnally 
one postal territory of the 
United States and Canada. A uniformity 
of postage rates has already beeu estab­ 
lished, but there was still the restriction 
that no merchandise of any kind could be 
pent to Canada. This restriction has now 
been removed, and with the exception of 
specially prohibited articles, merchan­ 
dise can now be cent at fourth class rates 
of postage. 
Parcel postal conventions were con­ 
cluded during the fiscal year, ended 
June 30, 1888, with Barbadoes, the Ba­ 
ham as, British Honduras aud Mexico. 
Parcel post conventions are now pending 
with all the Central aud South American 
States, and will doubtless prove of great 
benefit to American commerce and in­ 
dustry. 
In connection with the foreign mail 
service, and especially in relation to oar 
m eans of communication with Central 
and South America and Mexico, the 
Postmaster-General vigorously reasserts 
his views against making the postal ad­ 
ministration the diaburser of subsidies. 
He dem onstrates how in his opinion such 
a function would 
ham per 
the mail 
service, and urges that if the policy of 
subsidizing American lines for the pro­ 
motion of commerce be adopted, the ap­ 
propriations be vo ed directly to the 
owners. 


OW NERSHIP OF POSTOFFICE BUILDINGS. 
After subm itting a thorough report on 
various recommendations relating to the 
im provement of the detail of the service, 
the Postmaster-General subm its the f ;1 
lowing of more general interest: “ A bill 
for th e ownership by the Government of 
pos'office buildings was prepared by this 
Department and was reported favorably 
by the committees of both 
Houses, 
but 
not 
acted 
upon 
at 
the 
last 
session. 
The bill would provide the 
standard, fixed by the returns showing 
he am ount of business transacted at each 
office, which would give the Postmaster- 
General power to purchase sites and erect 
ttennanent buildings for postoffice pur­ 
poses. 
I had the honor to furnish the 
committees with data showing that in my 
judgm ent sound business principles dicta­ 
ted bucIi a policy, and demonstrating that 
it would be a measure of economy for the 
Government, by comparison with the 
present system of leasing. From my ex­ 
perience in the m atter of making new 


leaees, 
or 
renewing 
old 
ones, 
I 
tun led to present the 
subject to 
Congress with much more earnestness. 


POSTAL TELEGRAPHY. 
ItHfin correspondence of the country is 
to continue to be under the charge and 
projection of the Government, the vast 
a id increasing volume conducted by 
telegraphy, and the right of the present 
body of the people to be afforded facili- 
liea for the best and quickest trans­ 
mission 
at rates 
within the means 
of all, will prcsB this subject upon 
the attention of CongresR with more and 
more urgency. The chief difficulties in 
the way are the great cost of the present 
methods and the absence of the safe­ 
guards which, according to the theory of 
the present mail service, should pro­ 
tect the privacy of 
correspondence. 
I 
have 
given 
the 
subject 
much 
consideration, 
and 
1 
believe 
the 
iuventive genius of this country has 
reached the stage of discovery in electric 
science when these problems can be 
solved. 
The subject i& of so great im­ 
portance to the people, that I believe an 
opportunity should be given for the pre­ 
sentation and examination of inventions 
which have been informally presented to 
committees of Congress, the D epartm ent 
and the public, and th at a stimulus 
Should 
be 
given 
to inventors to 
turn their attention to the improvement 
of 
the 
old 
methods. 
I 
recom 
mend the appointm ent of a commission 
of competent and disinterested men, 
learned in science, who may examine 
the inventions and invite others, who 
shall be authorized to erect short ex­ 
perimental lines, and who shall report 
to the President or to Congress the re­ 
sult of their investigations.” 


FOURTH CLASS POSTOFFICES. 
I have had the honor to recommend a 
revision of the law regulating the com­ 
pensation of fourth-class postmasters, by 
which a compensation shall be per­ 
mitted, which was intended by the act of 
Congress, fixing the standard. 
Through 
all the reductions of postage rates the 
amount of postage received has furnished 
the standurd of compensation of the 
officials; they num ber 54,874. 
There 
has been no readjustm ent of the rate of 
compensation in harmony with the re­ 
duction of 
postage rates. 
Increased 
labor has been imposed by increased 
business resulting from lower postage, 
which at the Bame tim e, has reduced 
compensation. 


CLASSIFICATION OF CLERKS. 
The attention of Congress is requested 
to recommendations of the First Assist­ 
ant Postmaster-General, regarding the 
classification and salaries of the clerks 
a't ached to the larger postoffices. 
While 
the free delivery service, with its 358 
offices, has received marked legislation, 
in the consideration of providing a care­ 
ful classification and promotion of car­ 
riers, and providing substitutes for vaca­ 
tions and holidays, and a limitation in 
the appropriation for but eight hours’ 
service per day, at a total cost for that 
service 
during 
the 
current 
fis­ 
cal 
year 
of 
about 
$7,000,000, 
there has been provided for the cost of 
lerks in all the postcffices of the United 
States but $5,950,000. The total increase 
of the free delivery offices for the cur­ 
rent year will not exceed forty. 


RENT OF THIRD CLASS OFFICES. 
An Act of Congress approved July 24, 
1888, authorized allowing for rent, fuel 
and light for third-class postoffices, as 
frequently recommended by the Depart­ 
ment. 
On the 1st of July, 1888, 1,908 
offices were assigned to the third class 
list, 
and 
under 
the 
operation of 
the 
existing 
law, 
eighty additional 
offices were assigned to the third class 
from October 1, 1888, making the total 
number 1,988. The lim itations of said 
act, by which the maximum annual rent 
for an office for the third class was fixed 
at $300, and the maximum allowance 
for fuel and lights at 
$60, 
should 
in my opinion be repealed, as the best 
interests of the service require discre­ 
tionary authority in the head of the de­ 
partment. to fix this allowance, as having 
gards to the lccal needs. 


FRANKINU PRIVILEGES. 
The Postmaster-General calls atten­ 
tion to franking privileges, and recom­ 
mends 
its 
revision, 
with 
penal­ 
ties 
for 
its 
violation. 
He 
care­ 
fully reviews the statutes, and points 
out 
their 
want 
of 
uniformity. 
Following is his closing paragraph on the 
subject: 
“ If franking privileges were 
abolished and a regular allowance for the 
purchase of postage stam ps made instead 
every Senator aud m em ber of the House 
of Representatives 
would 
bo placed 
upon an exact equality, no one could 
make use of the mails beyond his own 
allowance, and no unauthorized person 
could make use of the mails to forward 
unofficial matters. The Agricultural Col­ 
lege, now enjoying the franking privilege, 
might he furnished through the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture with free penalty 
envelopes.” 
TH E GOVERNMENT AND RAILROADS. 
The Postmaster-General calls attention 
to the fact that the law reposes no au­ 
thority in any official of the Government 
to compel the ownerB of railroads to re­ 
ceive and carry mails of the United 
Siatei aud says it is in urgent need of 
revision. 
He 
says 
public, 
opinion 
and sentim ent are the 
only 
forces 
to which the D epartm ent can 
now 
appeal 
to 
secure 
improved 
mail 
facilities when am icable negotiations 
fail; that the only existing law provid­ 
ing an alternative iu case of refusal of 
any road n w under contract with the 
Government to take the mails, is for the 
Department to send them forward by 
pony express. 
. 
A recommendation Í3 also made that 
at the termination of the existing con­ 
tracts for the manufacture of postage 
stam ps, postal cards and stam ped en- 
euvelopes, the Government take the 
work into its own hands.

From what I understand 
young Jim Blaine started on fire water 
in boyhood. 
A gentleman who was 
much with his father during the Presi­ 
dential campaign of 1884 said that Blaiue 
would sometimes lose hia balance and 
temper. Especially when in the midst 
of all his older difficulties, young Jim 
would come in full of bug-juice. and the 
father, who had raised the condition of 
his family by tremendous labor through 
years, would show how little ambition 
was bringing to him, in view of incidents 
of that sort. Then Mrs. Blaine would 
say : “ Father, don’t get mad now;” and 
if some document was missing which 
Blaine could not lay bis hands upou, she 
would set to woik to find it. 
According to tbe statement, Mr. Blaiue 
has been himself just as kind to his new 
daughter-in law as if he had gone and 
picked her out, but still he is a party to 
the suit because his wife did not see 
much sense in the connection. This sort 
of thing is now called the practice of law, 
and it would appear that a man need 
only be suificiently conspicuous and suc­ 
cessful in this country in any field to he 
open to a lawsuit on that account alone, 
if no other. 
A man writes a play and it runs a few 
weeks, and forthwith another fellow 
comes up and says that he deposited a 
manuscript containing a certain situation 
in that play where both the heroes 
slipped up on the same orange-peel, and 
he wants $100,000 damages.

It looks to me as if we were coming to a 
much happier condition out of our neces­ 
sities, when the females of the household 
will have to take a hand in cleaning tLe 
household and getting the food ready 
for us. We have expelled our own relief 
element in the Chinese who could do 
the work of domestic servants, aud the 
time is soon approaching when we can no 
longer live with such servants as remain. 
I have no doubt, as a lad} recently said 
to me, that we shall be infinitely happy 
when the wife cooks the food for the 
man, or the daughter helps the wife to 
do the same, and the man goes to his 
work, and then the women will not 
complain that her husband is away all 
day and she is lonesome. 
Ihere is 
wonderful company in a good eook-tove. 
There is the finest kind of flirtation with 
a good broom. She stoops to conquer 
with a dust-pan in her hand every time. 
This parading of streets all day long in 
silks and velvets and weariug diamonds 
in the ears of washerwomen surely was 
not meant to continue till the end of the 
world. As for personal beauty, I have 
my doubts whether it is strengthened 
bv laziness in women. 
In many a 
household where you go the athletic 
servant and her milk-wliite skin above 
the wrists is a more pleasurable o' ject 
than the overdressed wife who caunot 
cut the chicken, and merely draws back 
aud says when she fiuds the meat 
underdone, “I 
do 
not know what 
we shall do in this country for eervants.”
